In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby

Art. 10. To see if the town will raise aand appropriate 


$30.00 for public nursing in Newburgh, said sum to be 
expended by the State Bureau of Health for local service. 


To see what sum the town will raise and 
appropriate for State aid road construction (in addition 
to the amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, 
highways and bridges) under the provisions of Sections

If one asks the question “What is the most important 
single factor in the making of a good school?” the answer 
might be “the teacher’. Buildings, equipment, textbooks, 
the superintendent, and related factors are important but 
are secondary to the teacher. We have been fortunate in 
these critical times to be able to hold a staff of loyal and 
capable teachers who work for the best interests of your 
boys and girls. 


TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES 


Several geographies and arithmetics were purchased. A 
few new library books were placed in the schools. The 
funds from the former PTA group will probably be used 
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for library material. A teacher cannot build in her pupils 
a permanent interest in reading unless she has a wide 
variety of books. These must be on several different read- 
ing levels and must include both factual and non-factual 
material, travel, history, myth, science, fiction, biography, 
short stories, and poetry. One reading book in a year is 
not sufficient to accomplish the purpose of creating interest 
in reading. Our schools also lack reference materials. 1 
recommend the purchase of one or more children’s encyclo- 
pedias, such as Compton's Britanica Junior, or The World 
Book. The children need to learn the skills of locating 
pertinent information in connection with their study of 
history, geography, and science. 


REPAIRS 


The largest item in the repair account this year was the 
installation of oil burners at the Knowlton and Chapman 
Schools. These have proved very satisfactory at the Chap- 
man School, and reasonably so at the Knowlton School. 
There is a very high ceiling at the latter schoolhouse which 
causes a loss of heat. Consideration of putting in a lower 
ceiling should be made here which would also serve as 
insulation. The advantages of having a warm room in the 
mornings, as well as the greater ease of maintaining even 
heat during the day, merit your consideration. It has been 
very difficult to find janitors for these two schools in the 
last few years. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The Superintending School Committee and I recommend 
the following appropriations: 
Common Schools and High School Tuition $7,600.00 
The increased costs of high school tuition, the necessity 
of maintaining salary levels for teachers and the fact that 
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we have a decrease in the amount left in the maintenance 
balance as compared with previous years, make it necessary 
to ask for this amount. 


Repairs $700 
Superintendence (Newburgh’s share) $404.20 


In conclusion, I wish to express very sincere appreciation 
to the citizens, S. S. Committee, teachers, and last, but not 
least, to the children of Newburgh who have made my 
work in your town very pleasant.

CASH: 


The cash balance at the close of the year was on deposit 
at the Merchants’ National Bank, Bangor, Maine. The 
check book balance was reconciled with the bank state- 
ment as of February 15, 1952, and found to be in agree- 
ment. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE: 


This receivable represents money due from the State on 
account of snow removal for which the Town has not yet 
been reimbursed and pauper accounts from other Muni- 
cipalities. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE: 


The records of the Tax Collector were examined and 
the warrant of commitment was in agreement with the 
Assessors’ records. The commitment was accounted for 
by cash collections of $15,043.76 and abatements of $32.56, 
leaving uncollected 1951 taxes amounting to $2,512.63, 
according to the records of the Collector. Uncollected 
taxes for prior years amount to $369.46. 


TAX LIENS: 


The tax liens on file with the Treasurer were examined 
and found to be recorded at the Registry of Deeds, Bangor, 
Maine. Credits and collections were checked for proper 
entries. The balance of 1949 liens was transferred to Tax 
Acquired Property. 
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TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY: 


This account represents property acquired by the Town 
by foreclosure of tax liens. 


RESERVES: 


1952 Excise Taxes were received prior to the closing of 
the books and this credit is carried forward to the 1952 
municipal year for proper application. 


SURPLUS: 

At the close of the year, the Town had an Unappropri- 
ated Surplus of $2,999.39. An analysis of, change in un- 
appropriated surplus is presented in Exhibit E. 


TRUSTE EUNDS: 

The several trust funds and their investments were 
examined and found to be properly invested with all in- 
come accounted for. The $25,000.00 Knowlton Fund _ is 
shown as a matter of record, although the Merchants 
National Bank of Bangor is the Trustee of this Fund, the 
Town receiving the income only. 


GENERAL: 

The corporate surety bonds of the Collector and Treas- 
urer were examined and found in order. 

Revenue obtained from 1951 excise taxes was checked 
with the copies of the receipts and found to be in agree- 
ment. Of this income, $1,869.21 was transferred to 
Administration and the balance of $112.04 credited to 
Surplus. 


Vouchers and payrolls were examined in part, and those 
examined appeared to be proper charges against the ac- 
counts involved. 

All unexpended balances required by law to be carried 
forward, and all unfinished projects having unexpended 
balances were carried to 1952.

DIVISION OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND WELFARE 
January 1 to December 31, 1952 


Public Health Nursing is concerned with securing and 
maintaining better health for all members of the com- 
munity. Every community needs a well organized Public 
Health program, and it should be the concern of each 
citizen in the community to meet this goal. 


The public health nurse maintains a program of educa- 
tion and guidance by teaching health rules, by preventing 
disease and deformity, and by lessening human suffering. 


Health supervision has been given through home visits 
to antepartum and postpartum patients, WES. preschool 
and crippled children. It is in this early phase of life that 
more benefit is derived through guidance and teaching. 


The public health nurse is available in the schools to 
offer suggestions toward promoting better health conditions 
and teachings. The nurse acts as a liaison person between 
the school and the home by making home visits regarding 
children with special problems. 


Although the Child Health Conferences held during the 
summer were more successful, there are a large number 
of children not taking advantage. These conferences are 
available to any child in your community under six years 
of age. Invitations cannot always be sent to all families, 
but these are not necessary in order to attend. This service 
is free to each family of the community and more advantage 
should be taken of it. Each child receives a complete 
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physical examination by a doctor and immunizations 
against whooping cough, diphtheria, tetanus, and smallpox 
are given if the parents consent to this being done. 


Whenever necessary children have been referred to 
Pediatric, Cardiac, and Crippled Children’s Clinics at 
Bangor sponsored by the State Maternal and Child Health 
Division. These referrals are made through the family 
physician. 

Chest x-ray clinics were made available to those persons 
in the community needing this service. Appointments are 
arranged through the family physician and the public 
health nurse. 


Your public health nurse is most grateful to those who 
have assisted her with local projects.

To H. Leon Knight, a Constable in the Town of New- 
burgh, of said County, GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Newburgh, qualified to vote in town affairs, to assemble 
at the Newburgh Grange Hall in said Town of Newburgh, 
on Monday, the 8th day of March, at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon, 1954, to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To hear the report of the selectmen, assessors 
and overseers of the poor, treasurer and superintendent 
of schools, and see if the town will vote to accept them as 
printed. 


Art. 4. To choose three or more selectmen, assessors 
and overseers of the poor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to act as road commissioners, if not, to deter- 
mine the number of road commissioners the town shal] 
have and elect the same. 


Art. 6. To choose a member of the school committee 
for a term of three years. 


Art. 7. To choose one or more fire wards. 


Art. 8. To choose a treasurer of the town and all] 
other officers except a collector of taxes. 


Art. 9. To determine what sums of money the town 
will raise by taxation for the following purposes, for the 
ensuing year. 


For the support of common schools and high school 
tuition. 

For the support of schoolhouses. 

For the support of poor. 

For the support of roads and bridges—Summer. 

For the support of roads and bridges—Winter. 

For abatements. 

For’ superintendent of schools salary. 

For cutting bushes, improved roads. 

For incidentals. 

For aid to dependent children. 


For school committee salary. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$30.00 for public nursing in Newburgh, said sum to be 
expended by the State Bureau of Health for local service. 


Art. 11. To see what sum the town will raise and 
appropriate for State aid road construction (in addition 
to the amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, 
highways and bridges) under the provisions of Sections 
95 and 29, Chapter 20, R. S. 1944, as amended. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500.00 for maintenance of im- 
proved sections of third class road, or to be used in con- 
nection with the third class apportionment made by the 
State for improvement of third class road. 


Art. 13. To see what action the town wishes to take 
in regard to the uncollected taxes for 1953. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen, in behalf of the town, to sell and dispose of 
any real estate acquired by the town for non-payment of 
taxes thereon on such terms as they deem advisable and 
to execute deeds for such property. 


Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to expend the 
State aid road money on the North Road for 1954. 


Art. 16. To see if the town, for the purpose of pro- 
curing a temporary loan or loans to and for the use of 
said town in conducting its municipal business in the 
current municipal year of 1954 and in anticipation of 
and to be paid out of the taxes of the current municipal 
year of 1954, will authorize and direct the town treas- 
urer, subject to the aproval of the selectmen, to borrow 
from time to time, during said municipal year, a sum or 
sums not exceeding in the aggregate, the sum of seven 
thousand dollars, and to make, execute and deliver the 
negotiable note or notes of the town therefor, payable 
within said current municipal year and upon such terms 
as shall be satisfactory to said town treasurer and select- 
men, any debt or debts incurred hereunder to be paid out 
of money raised by taxation during the present municipal 
year. 


Art. 17. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to the collection of 1954 taxes and elect a collector 
of property tax and fix his compensation. 


Art. 18. To elect an excise tax collector and fix his 
compensation. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to sell the Arnold 
Corner school house. 


Art. 20 To see if the town will vote to sell the Gilmore 
school house, 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to buy some fire 
fighting equipment and if so, raise money for same. 


Art. 22. To act on any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 


Notice is hereby given that the Selectmen will be in 
. session at the Grange Hall, on Monday, the 8th day of 
March, 1954, for the purpose of revising the list of voters.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Newburgh: 


~ Herewith, I submit the annual report of the Town of 
Newburgh for the municipal year ending February 15, 
1954. 


Two years ago a new law regarding school expenditures 
was passed by the legislature. This law allows you a 55% 
reimbursement on the following school expenditures: In- 
struction, Fuel, Janitor and Cleaning, Conveyance, Text- 
books, Supplies, Tuition, Supervision, Insurance on the 
schoolhouses, School Committee and School Lunch. 


Last year you spent $2,555.19 for high school tuition 
and this year you have paid out $3,553.42. This makes an 
increase of $998.23. There are about 12 graduating from 
the eighth grade and there are three Seniors and the ex- 
pected increase will be nine pupils attending high school. 
It will be safe to figure the cost for tuition at $200 per 
pupil. To take care of this increase in high school tuition 
there should be an appropriation of $4,000 for high school 


tuition. 


The following appropriations should be made: 


Common Schools $7,600.00 
High School Tuition 4,000.00 
Supervision 527.90 
School Committee 100.00 
Insurance 7 75.00 


NEW BUILDING 
Where you have only 99 pupils in your schools you could 
do away with one teaching position. Besides a saving of 
at least: $1,800 on a teacher you would have less Fuel, 
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Janitor and Cleaning and no repair bills for at least 20 
years. Under your present set-up you are maintaining 
five schools but with a Consolidated School Building you 
could save another $700 a year for repairs. Multiply $700 
by 20 and you can make a saving of at least $14,000. This 
saving will more than pay the interest cost and the saving 
in the salary of a teacher will more than pay for the pay- 
ment on the principal.

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COMMENTS 


An audit has been completed of the financial records 
of the Town of Newburgh for the fiscal year ending Feb- 
ruary 14, 1953. The audit included an examination of 
the records kept by the Selectmen, Assessors, Tax Collector 
and Treasurer. 


The cash balance at the close of the year was on deposit 
at the Merchants National Bank, Bangor, Maine. The 
check book balance was reconciled with the bank state- 
ment as of February 14, 1953 and found to be in agree- 
ment. 


The accounts receivable represented expenditures which 
were subject to reimbursement for snow removal and 
pauper accounts and reimbursement had been accom- 
plished at the time of the audit. 


The Tax Collector's commitment book was added and 
the total was in agreement with the warrant issued by 
the Assessors. The commitment was accounted for by 
cash collections of $12,800.93; abatements $9.00 and un- 
collected 1952 taxes amounting to $2,805.37. Collections 
and credits for prior years’ taxes were reviewed. Unpaid 
accounts at the end of the year were reconciled with the 
balances shown on the records of the Selectmen. 

Tax Liens on file with the Treasurer were examined 
and found to have been properly recorded at the Penob- 
scot Registry of Deeds. Receipts were checked and 
appeared to have been properly recorded. The outstand- 
ing balance of 1950 tax liens was transferred to tax prop- 
erty. All transactions affecting tax acquired property 
appeared to be in order. 


Revenue derived from excise taxes was checked by add- 
ing the copies of the receipts retained by the Collector. 
The total was in agreement with the amount deposited 
with the Treasurer. Income from 1952 excise taxes was 
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transferred to administration and the 1953 collection was 
carried forward to the 1953 municipal year. 


Departmental accounts were reviewed and appeared to 
have been appropriately handled. Net unexpended bal- 
ances of $294.41 were transferred to unappropriated sur- 
plus and $1,089.69 representing the school account balance 
was carried forward, 


_ At the close of the municipal year, the Town had an 
unappropriated surplus amounting to $3,608.28. The in- 
crease was due principally to the unexpended balance in 
the appropriation accounts and recovery of $249.68 for 
state aid roads which had been charged off in 1951. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet, 
together with related financial statements, fairly present 
the financial position of the Town at February 14, 1953 and 
the result of its operations for the period then ended. 


ANNUAL REPORT FOR NEWBURGH 


DIVISION OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND WELFARE 
Jaunary 1 to December 31, 1953 


Education and guidance are the aims of Public Health 
Nursing. Have these aims been accomplished in your town 
this year? In the following report it is hoped that each 
citizen will find the answer to the above question. 


It has been proven repeatedly that if children are to be- 
come valuable citizens emphasis must be placed on the 
prenatal, infant, and preschool periods. Home visits to 
assist with health problems and to teach healthful living 
have been made. 


Three Child Health Conferences were held during the 
summer. Were they worthwhile and successful? They were 
worthwhile for those children attending because complete 
physical examinations and immunizations were given. Suc- 
cess is another phase—never will they be trulv successful 
until we reach every child in the community, whether 
through these conferences or by encouraging the parents 
to take him to their family physician. 


The School Health Program has been the same this year 
with advisory service given through conferences with the 
school personnel and home visits to the parents of those chil- 
dren presenting health and emotional problems. Audiom- 
eter tests were given to fifty-eight children this year. No 
hearing defects were found. An immunization clinic should 
be held in early 1954 to protect the children against pre- 
ventable diseases. } 


Children in your town have benefited by the Pediatric, 
Crippled Children, Cardiac, and Mental Hygiene clinics 
sponsored by the State Department of Health and Welfare. 
Referrals are made through the family physician for these 
services. 


Although much progress has been made in Tuberculosis 
Control, this disease is still a major public health problem. 
This disease affects your community and the family both 
| emotionally and economically when it strikes. Contacts of 


known cases have been offered chest x-rays at clinics in 


Bangor and Old Town. | 

The reactivation of your Health Council would benefit 
the community. Your nurse will help you when you are 
ready. |
